Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: In page 1, 
line 4, add -FIELD OF THE INVENTION--; between lines 7 and 8, add - 
BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION--.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1, 2 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Cok et al., Patent No. 7,034,470. 

Cok discloses in Fig. 4 circuit arrangement of organic diodes, comprising: - a first organic diode being 
first light emitting deices (8); - a second organic diode being second light emitting diodes (8'); wherein the 
organic diodes are electrically contacted to electrodes (4, 6) such that: on a positive cycle (via 6) of an ac 
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driving voltage (18), the first organic diode (8) is operated in forward direction and the second organic 
diode (8') is reversely biased; and on a negative cycle (via 4) of the ac driving voltage (18), the first 
organic diode (8) is reversely biased and the second organic diode (8') is operated in a forward direction; 
wherein the first and second organic light emitting devices (8, 8') emit light of a colour selected from the 
group of colours consisting of blue, green, yellow, and red (see Col. 6, lines 8-20). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3 and 5 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
